Mrs. Irene Hilt was board 
president in the 1940s. 

Mrs. Bosworth’s victory 
elminates Elvers Johnson from 
the board. 

Paul Bargiel was elected to 

— fill a one-year seat on the board. 
He was unopposed. 

Zeisset tallied the most votes 
for three-year board positions 
with 501 votes. Mrs. Bosworth 
totaled 467 and Johnson was 30 
votes behind with 437 

Bargiel received 576 in his 
unopposed race, A total of 878 

cast at the district's 


four polling places, ‘including 
293 at Madison Junior High 
School, 341 at Harris School, 151 
at Blair School and 93 at Dunbar 
School 

Votes in each precinct for 
Zeisset, Mrs. Bosworth, 
Johnson and Bargiel, in that 
order, were: Junior High 191- 
194-114-224; Harris 268-241-100- 
294; Blair 19-21-141-25, and 
Dunbar 23-11-82-33, 

In the Venice school district, 
it was a case of “everybody 
won,” as incumbents John 
Boushard and Gerald Cicio 
were unopposed for two three- 
year board seats and incumbent 
George Wade had no com- 
petition for a one-year seat. 

Cicio tallied the most votes in 
the district's two polling places 
with 155, including 133 at Venice 
High School and 22 at the Eagle 
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In what was described by the 
winners as “‘a vote of con- 
fidence” in the cureent Granite 
City Board of Education, Board 
President Thomas Miofsky and 
incumbent Board Member L. 
Monroe Worthen were re- 
elected during school balloting 
Saturday. 

A total of 5,760 persons voted. 

The Miofsky-Worthen team 
topped David Partney and 
George F. Crews in 14 of the 
district's 16 voting precincts, 
including Stallings School, 
where the incumbents feared a 
backlash from a proposal 
currently urider consideration 
4o close the school as an 
economy move, 

“That is sweet to get that 
one,”’ Miofsky was heard to say 
when the Stallings results came 
in early in the evening's tally. 

District-wide, Miofsky ac- 
cumulated the most votes, with 
3,786, and Worthen had 3,559. 
Partney was third with 1,912 
and Crews had 1,645 votes. 

Miofsky commented as the 
tallies began to come into the 
Granite City Board of 
Education office, showing a 
large voter turnout, “We are 
happy this many people came 
out to show an interest in their 
schools. This turnout is greatly 
appreciated, as is voters con- 
fidence in the board members 
who were up for re-election.” 

Worthen also issued a 
statement when his victory 
became clear, commenting, 
“This many votes is a good 
indication that a lot of people 
got out and worked and voted 
The votes show confidence in 
Tom and me. It makes you feel 
good to know you must be doing 
something right. 

“We have a good school 
district here and hope to im- 
prove it in the years ahead, It is 
good to see this much interest in 
a school election,’ Worthen 
concluded. 

Partney and Crews were 
victorious at Washington 
School, where Partney tallied 
240 votes, Crews 222, Miofsky 
126 and Worthen 123. 

At Logan School, Partney led 
with 82 votes, Miofsky was 
second with 71, Worthen had 69 
and Crews had 67. 

The other 14 precincts went 
for the Miofsky-Worthen duo, At 
Stallings School, Worthen was 
the top vote getter with 129 
votes, Miofsky followed with 
125, Crews tallied 69 and Part- 
ney 61. 

Votes for Miofsky, Worthen, 
Crews and Partney, in that 
order, at the other school 
polling places follow.

Energy ‘audit’ 
for homeowners 


A_ computerized ‘‘energy 
audit’’ that can help 
homeowners reduce fuel bills is 
available to all Illinois 
residents, it was announced 
today by Michael B. Witte, 
manager of Energy Con- 
servation Programs for the 
Division of Energy, Depart- 
ment of Business and Economic 
Development. 

The free service consists of a 
questionnaire to be completed 
by the homeowner, a computer 
analysis of the information 
supplied in the questionnaire, 
and a written response ex: 
plaining how fuel bills can be 
reduced. 

“There are 29 questions on the 


‘energy audit questionnaire,” 
Witte said, “‘most of which can 
be answered easily. 

“The resulting report to the 
homeowner gives cost figures 
for suggested home im- 
provements and a payback 
estimate — how long it will take 
to recoup the investment 
through savings in fuel costs. 

“The fuel savings estimates 
homeowners: receive in the 
energy audit report will be 
conservative. While the .com- 
puter program is designed to 
take rising fuel costs into 
consideration, it should not 
overestimate the amount of fuel 
which can be saved.”’

treatments are expensive. But 
in 1973, the Social Security Act 
was amended to pick up 80 
percent of the cost of chronic 
dialysis. The remaining 20 
percent is covered by the 
Illinois Department of Public 
Health, Public Aid or private 
insurance. 

There are still financial 
chardships for the individuals 
involved, but they cannot be 
solved by collecting refuse. 

For groups or individuals who 
have already accumulated a 
large number of pull tabs, they 
can be redeemed at aluminum 
recycling centers for ap- 
proximately 17 cents a pound. 
The funds received from this 
source can be used in any 
manner a person chooses. 

“There are a variety of ways 
in which such donations could 
be used by the Kidney Foun- 
dation of Illinois in its fight 
against kidney disease,” a 
spokesman said. 

“Public support of all kinds is 
needed to expand the foun- 
dation’s programs in research, 
organ donations, information 
and referral services, and 
patient, professional and public 
education. 

“Patient service programs 
include free medical alert tags, 
emergency transportation, 
drug banks, literature and 
workshops.”

Such mistakes, including 
mathematics errors, missing 
entries and unallowable 
deductions, often delay the 
processing of a return. = 

For taxpayers expecting 
refunds, the delays caused by 
certain errors can set back 
receipt of the refund by several 
weeks.

Tuition tax 
credit fight 


The Mlinois Education 
Association is sending a 
delegation to Washington this 
week to seek to ‘stem a growing 
tide of tuition tax.credit moves 
that would rob Illinois public 
schools of millions of dollars,"” 
according to IEA President Mel 
Smith. 

Smith said three classroom 
teachers will be ‘‘wat- 
chdogging’’ Illinois 
Congressional members who sit 
on the House Ways and Means 
Committee during that com- 
mittee’s hearings regarding 
kidergarten through 12th grade 
tuition tax credits today, 
tomorrow and Wednesday. 

The IEA head said K-12 
private school tax credits would 
allow up to one-third of the 
state's students to switch to 
private schools. ‘Such an option 
would pose a $1.5 billion lass to 
Illinois public schools and leave 
the taxpayers’ multi-billion 
dollar educational investment 
in a shambles,” Smith asserted.

The following memorandum 
was mailed Thursday to officers 
and directors of business 
organizations concerned with 
the St. Louis metropolitan 
area’s economic future by 
Arven H. Saunders, executive 
director, St. Louis Metropolitan 
Area Airport Authority: 

‘It’ is increasingly 
that the Dallas-Fort Worth 
region is receiving enormous 
benefits from its decision to rise 
above rivalries and build a new 
intercontinental airport. 

“Some results of that decision 
are described in a report by 
Ernest E. Dean, executive 
director, Dallas-Fort Worth 
Airport. 

“Since the new airport opened 
in early 1974, through 1976 the 
number of enplaned passengers 
in Dallas-Fort Worth has grown 
37 percent. 

“During the same period, 
gains at Lambert Airport were 


only 17 percent — or less than . 


half the ‘growth enjoyed by 
Dallas-Fort Worth. 

“Moreover, the Texas facility 
is financially sound. The report 
notes: ‘The airport's self- 
liquidating revenue bonds are 
being systematically retired 
and all costs met without any 
need to use any kind of local tax 
funds.’ 

“Without question, the new 
Dallas-Fort Worth Airport also 
is a major element in an ex- 
panding regional economy. 

“There simply is no way that 
Lambert Airport — hemmed in 
as it is on all sides — can play a 
corresponding role in the 
economic future of the St. Louis 
region, 

“Indeed, because of Lam- 
bertts limited potential, the 
airport has reported that it is 
finding it difficult to arrange 
financing from revenues for the 
improvement projects that 
officials say will be carried out 
during the next five years,” 
Saunders concludes.

With the completion of the 
fourth fiscal year of operation, 
all activity indicators show that 
the Dallas-Fort Worth Airport 
has continued to grow at an 
even more rapid rate than 
anticipated. 

The eleven air carriers and 
five commuter airlines 
operating from DFW enplaned 
8,470,385 passengers during the 
reporting period, an increase of 
7.5 percent over fiscal year 1976. 

A total of 88,234 tons of cargo 
and 42,386 tons of mail were 
processed during the year, an 
increase of 11.2 percent and 18.4 
percent, respectively. 

Total operations went over 
the 1,000 average daily mark 

for the first time during fiscal 
year 1977 with an average of 
1,039. 

‘The daily peak came on Aug. 
15 when 1,193 operations were 
recorded. 

Total aircraft operations for 
the fiscal year were 379,396, a 
7.2 percent increase over the 
previous year. During the year, 
we averaged 506 daily depar- 
tures to 132 destinations. 

The Dallas-Fort Worth 
Airport is the fourth busiest 
airport in the United States, 
and fifth in the world, based 
on the commonly ed 
measure of air earrier en- 
planements. 

Based on air carrier 
operations, DFW is third in 
both the nation and the world 
and is the third largest U.S. 
connector of interline and

That authority will change to 
nonstop authority after three 
years, The new London bervice 
also held the promise of ad- 
ditional European points in the 
foreseeable future. 

During the past year, Dallas- 
Fort Worth was added as a co- 
terminal for service to Central 
and South America by both 
Braniff International and Pan 
American World Airways. 

This means the two carriers 
may provide service to 25 cities 
in Latin America diréctly from 
DFW without having to stop at 
another “gateway” point. 

President Carter has ap- 
proved flights by the supersonic 
Concorde into the Dallas-Fort 
Worth Airport, The action is one 
more step which needs to be 
taken before Braniff Inter- 
national can implement its 
proposed interchange 
agreements with Air France 
and British Airways. 

Several other international 
route cases were pending final 
approval as the fiscal year 
ended and others were waiting 
in the wings. 

Perhaps the most important 
of these was the issue of direct 
or single-plane service to 
Tokyo, Japan. As the fiscal year 
came to a close, U.S. 
negotiators were making final 
preparations to the difficult 
bilaterial negotiations with the 
Japanese government over new 
air routes between the coun- 
tries. 

Construction on the $26 
million Braniff Place, which 
will house Braniff Inter- 
national’s corporate 
headquarters, as well as its 
flight training and computer 
facilities, should be completed 
by the end of next year.

$75,000,000 over the life of the 


ue. 

In addition, the average in- 
terest rate on all outstanding 
joint revenue bonds has been 
reduced from approximately 
6.53 percent to 6.03 percent. 

The balance of the issues, 
$51,545,000, represents ‘ad- 
ditional construction bonds, 
most of which will be used to 
construct additional terminal 
facilities ‘at the airport. 

The international activity at 
Dallas-Fort Worth Airport 
during 1977 — and what it 
promised for the future — was 
the most significant factor in 
the development of the airport. 

The Dallas-Fort Worth area 
was a major air market when 
the airport opened nearly four 
years ago. But the area did not 
enjoy the so-called “gateway” 
‘status as an important stepping- 
off place and landing spot for 
foreign flights. 

With the new international 
activity that started during the 
year and with that just over the 
horizon as the year ended, DFW. 
is becoming a ‘‘gateway’’ 
airport — a truly major in- 
ternational air hub like it was 
designed to be. 

Weare grateful to the airlines 
and to the political and 
economic community for their 
support throughout our 
development and later 
‘operational period. 

It is this support that has 
allowed us to reach important 
milestones in the past year. 

We once again pledge the 
fullest efforts of the Board and 
the staff to maintain the degree 
of. operational excellence for 
which this Airport has become 
known and is expected to 
produce.

Downtown Restoration Society 
plans 4th spring house tour

More and more the trend of 
young families and newly- 
married couples is to move to 
older neighborhoods in their 
community and purchase large 
homes and restore the once 
proud structures to modern 
homes, and yet mgain the at- 
mosphere of a bySBone era. 

The renovation movement in 
downtown Granite -City was 
spearheaded by 15 couples who 
organized the Downtown Neigh- 
borhood Restoration Society in 
early 1973. 

They began the task of 
remodeling houses, using ‘the 
talents, ingenuity and exchange 
of ideas of the members at 
__ discussion meetings. 

During the spring. of 1974 the 
members staged the first house 
tour to demonstrate to the 
community the feasibility of 
transforming property from 
near ruin stages to attractive 
dwellings. 

The fourth spring house tour, 
sponsored by the DNRS is 
planned this year for Sunday, 
May 7, and will feature five 
homes and the First Baptist 
Church, located on the corner of 
21st Street and Delmar Avenue. 

Chairmen are Jan Harmon 
and Mrs. Edith Mitzel. They 
announced the tour will be 
conducted from 1 to p.m. and a 
Craft Fair will be set up on the 
24th Street parkway between 
Cleveland Boulevard and 
Delmar Avenue. Entertainment 
and refreshments also will be 
available at the fairgrounds, 
they added. 

Tickets for the house tour 
may be purchased in advance 
for $2.50 from any member of 


the organization or on the day of 
the event for $3 per person. 

Area residents are invited, by 
the sponsoring group, to visit 
the home of Mr, and Mrs. Larry 
(Linda) Groom at 2230 
Cleveland Blvd. 

They purchased the house in 
September 1977, and have 
refinished the open ‘staircase 
and retained the original wood- 
burning fireplace in the lii@ing 
room, The four-bedroom house 
was built in the early 1900's and 
also has a family room and 
dining room with bay windows. 

The bathroom on the second 
floor has the original fixtures 
and throughout the house the 
owners have completed a 
modern decor with accents of 
country charm. 

The home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Dave Hug, 2237 Cleveland 
Blvd., was built in 1902 by A. W. 
and Mamie Eisenmayer, with 
all woodwork, staircase and 
descon’s bench constructed of 
oak. 

There is a working fireplace 
in the living room and the 
butler's pantry has been con- 
verted into a kitchen now. A 
second floor bathroom has the 
original fixtures including a 
unique marble washbasin 

A large fitting room is ad- 
jacent to the master bedroom 
and all furnishings are a har- 
monious blend of colonial and 
antique. 

The home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Junior Mathis, 2158 Cleveland 
Blvd, was built by the Biel 
Construction Co., in 1903, and 
sold for $4,000 in 1909 to William 
Lynch. 

Before being purchased. by 
the Mathis family the home had 
been vacant one year. They

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7 errors on 
many Illinois 
tax returns 


With the help of the seven- 
point checklist on the back of 
this year’s Lllinois income tax 
return (IL-1040), state tax- 
payers can avoid errors that 
cause processing and refund 
delays, officials of the Illinois 
Department of Revenue have 
commented. 

They said that simple errors 
— like forgetting to sign the 
return, or to attach W-2s — can 


‘add weeks to the processing of a 


refund. A mistake can also 
result in interest charges for the 
taxpayer if taxes are due the 
state. 

Department records con- 
sistently show that taxpayers 
who wait to file near the tax 
deadline are more likely to 
make errors than those who file 
early, it is asserted, 

One way of avoiding some of 
the filing errors is to use the 
checklist on the reverse side of 
the IL-1040 form. It reminds 
taxpayers to: 

Use the pre-printed label on 
the income tax booklet, 

—Doublée-check Social 
Security numbers. 

—Double-check arithmetic. 

—Attach W-2s, IL-W-2Gs, and 
other supporting documents. 

—Enclose a check made 
payable to the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Revenue for any tax 
owed, and include the Social 
Security number on the check, 

—Sign the return and have the 
spouse sign it if it’s a joint 
return, © 

—Use the return envelope 
provided with the tax booklet. 

State income tax information 
and assistance are available 
free of charge by calling 1-800- 
252-8972, a toll-free number.

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Leasing important 
to young farmers 


By LARRY LAPPIN

Three-fourths of all farmers 
in Mlinois rent at least part of 
the land they farm. 

And 55 percent of the 
agricultural land they farm is 
rented. says Frank Reiss, 
University of Illinois Extension 
land economist. 

This rate of tenancy is lower 
in Southern Illinois, where land 
prices are lower. It is higher in 
areas where land prices are 
higher. 

In Central Illinois, 65 to 70 
percent of the land is rented by 
the farm operator. 

The price of land simply puts 
owning land out of the reach of 
young farm operators. 

If young farmers have an 
inventory of farm machinery 
and equipment of $100,000 or 
more, which is not 
unreasonable for a tractor and a 
combine, they have all they can 
handle with their limited equity 
to finance the operating capital, 
says Reiss, 

Most young farmers could not 
meet the cash flow to pay for 
land even if they could borrow 
the money.) Therefore, their 
only alternative is to rent land. 

But Reiss says he sees no 
problem in renting land as long 
as leases are fair. Fair, so that 
the return to what each party 
contributes to the business is 
adequately rewarded and the 
business can continue. 

The rental base as developed 
in Illinois can be fair and can 
provide the incentive for young 
farmers to invest and improve 
land, which will combine to 
make Illinois agriculture the 
highest productive community 
in the world. 

+ + + 

Spring applications of 
nitrogen fertilizer on wheat 
should be made just before the 
wheat turns green, 

Earlier topdressing should be 
avoided on frozen, sloped fields. 
The fertilizer may be lost 
through runoff during heavy 
rains, 

Wheat needs nitrogen early in 
the growing season. The soil 
usually has not warmed enough 
for soil microbes to release 
much nitrogen from decaying 


plant residues and soil organic 
matter. 

The nitrogen rate will vary 
depending on soil type, variety, 
and to some extent, past and 
future cropping practices. The 
following recommendations are 
for stiff-strawed varieties in 


fields with no alfalfa or clover - 


seedings: 

—Soils low in capacity to 
supply nitrogen; inherently low 
in organic matter (light 
colored); no manure, alfalfa, or 
clover in the preceding years— 
70 to 90 pounds of N per acre. 

—Soils medium in capacity to 
supply nitrogen; moderately 
dark-colored soils—60 to 70 
pounds of N per acre. 

—Soils high in capacity to 
supply nitrogen; all deep dark- 
colored soils; light-colored soils 
that regularly have legume or 
manure—40 fo 50 pounds of N 
per acre. 

These recommendations are 
for the total fall and spring 
nitrogen application. The 
amount of N applied last fall 
should be subtracted from the 
amount put on this spring. 

Stiff-strawed varieties 
planted as a companion crop for 
legume or legume-grass 
seedlings should be fertilized 
with 20 to 30 pounds less N. This 
will prevent unusually heavy 
top growth which competes 
unfavorably with young forage 
seedlings. 

All dry nitrogen fertilizers 
and liquid nitrogen solutions not 
containing free ammonia are 
acceptable for topdressing 
wheat. However, precautions 
need to be taken when using 
urea or materials containing 
urea. 

If temperatures are greater 
than 50 degrees F. and soil is 
dry or drying rapidly, there is a 
potential for significant 
nitrogen loss from urea. It is 
best to apply it when tem- 
peratures are colder than 50 
degrees F, Precipitation can 
then move urea into the soil and 
eliminate potential loss.

State's top aviation 
official to talk here 


Arven H. Saunders, director 
of the Mlinois Division of 
Aeronautics since January, will 
address a joint meeting of the 
Granite City and Madison- 
Venice Rotary clubs at noon 
Tuesday in the YMCA 
auditorium. . 

His topic will be the aviation 
challenges facing this region 
and Illinois. 

Saunders, 59, married and the 
father of four children, is 
continuing to reside in 
Edwardsville. He is dividing his 
time between Springfield and 
his duties as executive director 
of the St. Louis Metropolitan 
Area Airport Authority, based 
at the SIUE campus. 


Coming here in 1971, be was 
given the task of helping Illinois 
plan, qualify, acquire land and 
construct an 18,650-acre airport 
at Columbia-Waterloo to serve 
the metropolitan area. 


Although Missourians 
initially voiced strong support 
for the proposed __in- 
tercontinental airport, more 
and more began to view it as a 
threat to the future of Lambert 
Airport in north St. Louis 
County 


Airlines said they would 
utilize only one of the two sites, 
but Lambert was regarded as 
likely to remain busy as a 
general aviation airport even 
after the ten-year construction 
project was completed. 

U.S. Transportation 
Secretary Brock Adams last 
year reversed his predecessor's 
approval of the Columbia- 
Waterloo project and is 


blocking any federal funds for 


‘In ‘commenting on the ap- 
pointment of Saunders by 
Governor James R..Thompson 
to also serve as state 
aeronautics director, St. Louis 
Metropolitan 
Authority Chairman William S. 
Badgley of Belleville said: 

“The proposed new, low rates 
from Chicago (Midway) to 
Lambert and regulatory reform 
now before Congress will 
inevitably result in a tremen- 
dous increase in air traffic — 
and will accelerate the ob- 
solescence of Lambert. 

“There will be an acute need 
for the kind of planning that will 
keep Lambert's limitations 
from holding back aviation 
growth in Illinois, as’ well as 
Missouri, while at the same 
time pressing for an end to the 
arbitrary federal delay in 
funding Columbia-Waterloo.

Direct IIlinois-China 
trade contacts ahead?

Agriculture Mission to the 
People’s Republic of China 
New warmth has been added to 
the thawing relations between 
the United States and the 

People's Republic of China. 

The most explicit and war- 
mest general invitation China 
has issued since the People's 
Republic was formed in 1949 
came to us when the Chinese 
officials put out a friendly 
welcome mat to Illinois 
business firms to make ‘‘direct 
contacts” in China. 

In extensive briefings before 
leaving China, the Illinois 
Agriculture Mission was told we 
could expect the Chinese to be 
cautious, non-committal and 
only formally friendly. 

It just didn't turn out that 
way. There was no restraint in 
the words of Chen Tuo-Pin, vice- 
minister of foreign trade, who 
told our mission: 

“We wish to develop direct 
business with Illinois. We will 
welcome Illinois enterprises to 
establish direct contacts with 
our corporations .... and ex- 
change concrete views. 

“We hope for development of 
our trade with the United States 
even though our relations have 
not been normalized.”* 

Minister Chen and other high 
officials voiced special interest 
Illinois’ agricultural 
technology. 

Ho Kang, vice-minister of 
agriculture, received with 
enthusiasm our proposal that 
the University of Illinois and a 


China institution work out a 
four-month exchange of two 


soybean-corn scientists. 

Minister Ho promised a 
“formal reply” and said the 
exchange ‘will be helpful to the 
agriculture of our two sides.” 

He also expressed pleasure 
with a proposal from Illinois 
Governor James R. Thompson 
that China send a special 
agricultural mission to Iinois. 

The interest Chinese officials 
displayed in Llinois livestock 
breeding stock, feeding rations, 
farm machinery, and research 
data was so great that we are 
convinced that agricultural 
technology is Illinois’ key to the 
China trade door. 

Our mission was a success. It 
exceeded our expectations in 
every respect. 

We were received and en- 
tertained by high officials of the 
government. Our mission ex- 
tablished acquaintances and 


the 
diplomatic relationship that 
exists between our country and 
the PRC puts U.S. business 
interests at a competitive 
disadvantage, it will not 
prevent the development of 
substantial sales, eSpecially in 
the field of agri-business 
technology. 

In the short term, China is 
unlikely to become a regular 
and substantial buyer of U.S. 
grain. But with the nor- 
malization of diplomatic 
relations and the inevitable 
specialization of Chinese grain 


production, the pofential is — 


enormous. 

China’s goal of food self- 
sufficiency does not rule out 
regular grain imports. It means 
only that China will seek

Plain English—can 
it be spoken here?

Today's quiz: Int the 
following sentence. ‘‘For 
purposes of paragraph (3), an 
organization described’ in 
paragraph (2) ‘shall be deemed 
to include an organization 
described in Section 501(c), (4), 
(5) or (6) which would be 
described in paragraph (2) if it 
were an organization described 
in section 501(c) (3),"" 

That’s a sample of the federal 
tax code. It's also an example of 
the kind of language President 
Carter has sworn to purge from 
the agencies under his com- 
mand. 

The President has issued an 
executive order requiring many 
federal departments and 
bureaus to speak — and write — 
comprehensible English. 


Not only must the regulations 
they issue be ‘‘as simple arid 
clear as possible,” but also 
agency heads must certify that 
new rules are needed, that they 
are the most efficient method of 
achieving the desired end, and 
that the public has been con- 
sulted in the drafting process. 

Better still, if the proposed 
regulation will have a sub- 
stantial financial impact on the 
national economy generally — 
or on one industry in particular 
— then the agency concerned 
must prepare an analysis of 
that effect. 

In issuing these orders, the 
president is recognizing an 
important trend that extends 
beyond the federal govern- 
ment. 

Private industry, too, has 


been revising its encrusted 
legal jargon to improve 
communication with 
customers. Many insurance 
policies, loan agreements and 
warranties are being 
rewritten in plain English. 

The significance of this trend 
can scarcely be overestimated. 
When the language of important 
documents is obscure, laymen 
must hire experts to interpret 
their obligations for them. 

‘Then the experts have to go to 
court for interpretations of the 
interpretation. It all adds to the 
process of regulatory drag that 
is estimated to cost the econ- 
omy upwards of $85 billion 
a year. 

Laywers argue — with some 
justification — that there is an 
established precision to legal 
terminology which is lacking in 
informal English. 


But there are at least two . 


ways around that problem. 

One is to push the informal 
language through initial court 
tests until it can be established 
that something means what it 
says. Another is to use a dual 
system of contracts, etc., in 
which a plain-English text is 
accompanied by a text in 
compliance with all prevailing 
legal technicalities. ° 


One way or the other, a 
government that functions 
largely. by the voluntary 
compliance of the governed can 
scarcely afford to do less. 

I salute the president in his 
determination, and I wish him 
every success. The federal 
bureaucracy is quite capable of 
killing such reform proposals 
by destructive foot-dragging.

Curb industrial taxes—Bakalis 


Democratic  gubernatiorial 
candidate Michael J. Bakalis 
last week unvelled a. six-point 
program designed to “create 
thousands of new jobs for 
Illinois and. to revitalize ‘the 
state’s stagnating economy.” 

Bakalis said Illinois has lost 
nearly 200,000 industrial jobs 
during the past nine years, or 
about 13 percent of the state's 
total. 


He proposed to attack 
unemployment by encouraging 
private investment in business 
and industry through a variety 
of legislative initiatives. 

The six major proposals in. 
Bakalis' jobs program are: 

1. Broaden the scope of the 
Industrial Development 
Authority. 

Bakalis would give the state's 
IDA an additional $100 million 
in bonding authority, with the 
bonds to be sold over a period of 
years as the need for additional 
seed money arises. 

The funds would be used to 
make start-up loans to new 
businesses unable to secure 
conventional financing, or for 
construction for lease. 

He would remove present 
restrictions on areas covered by 
the agency as well as one the 
equipment purchases permitted 
under current guidelines. In 
effect, the plan would make the 
credit of the state available to 
buttress investment in job- 
creating projects that “might 
not otherwise get off the 
ground.” 

‘Affected corporations and the 
state would share in lower in- 
terest rates in order to provide 
reserves against possible losses 
and to cover administrative 
expenses. 

2. Revise standards for 
Unemployment and Workman's 


Compensation. 

Bakalis believes that stan- 
dards for both these programs 
are ‘woefully inadequate and 
must be tightened to eliminate 
abuses that are not only inor- 
dinately expensive, but which 
defeat the programs’ pur- 
poses,"” 


He says the purpose of 
unemployment compensation is 
neither clearly defined nor 
understood, some people 


viewing it as a temporary ° 


assistance program for the 
unemployed and others as a 
permanent, income-mainte- 
nance program. 

He cited as problems “in- 
solvency stemming from higher 
unemployment resulting from 
the recession, failure to provide 
proper counseling and 
assistance to those seeking 
work, and fraud and abuse 
characteristic of the system.” 

He urged review of the 
program by the General 
Assembly for tightening of 
eligibility standards, greater 
control over administration of 
the program, clearer definition 
of terms and provisions, and 
elimination of abuses. 

Bakalis said Workman's 
Compensation, suffers from 
“equally serious problems, 
especially the\ inordinate ex- 
pense, 

“Tllinois now pays the highest 
maximum benefits of any of the 
33 major industrial states. 
Maximum weekly benefits 
increased 276 percent from 
January 1975 to June 1977, 
giving Mlinois the highest cost 
for this type of program in the 
nation. 

“I proposed that the state 
legislature eliminate excessive 
litigation and attorney's fees 
that increase the cost and 
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difficulty to the injured worker; 
improve availability of in- 
formation on injuries, claims 
and awards; beef up safety 
standards for workers at in- 
dustries; eliminate excessive 
payments for permanent, 
partial disability; and improve 
regulation of insurance rates 
for the program. 

3. Provide selective tax 
abatement and exemption for 
industry. 

Bakalis proposes a con- 
stitutional amendment to 
permit the state’s 102 counties 
to grant property tax 
abatement or exemptions to 
those businesses not likely to 
expand their operations or 
locate in Ilinois without the 
incentive. Purpose would be to 
create jobs through stimulation 
of investment and development. 

Bakalis said his plan could 
give Illinois counties the 
“flexibility to compete with 
Ohio and other states in at- 
tracting such industrial 
projects as the Ford Motor 
Company’s transmission plant 
with its 3,500 jobs — lost to Ohio 
due to the rigidity of our present 
system.”" 

4. Eliminate the sales tax on 
machinery. 

He proposes a four-year, 
phased elimination of all sales 
tax on machinery used for 
replacement, expansion or new 
facilities in all manufacturing 
and processing — industries 
beginning in the July 1978-June 
1979 year. 

The exemption would initially 
be granted to manufacturing 
machinery during the first two 
years, and extended to 
machinery in other industries 
during the third and fourth 
years of the program. 

“Total cost would be $24 
million per year, but this 
amount would be made up by 
increased revenues stemming 
from job creation and industrial 
development resulting from the 
incentive,” he asserts. 

5. Phase out the personal 
property tax on corporations. 


““As the incentive provided by. 


elimination of the sales tax on. 
machinery causes revenues to 
increase as a result of new 
development and jobs, I would 
begin to phase out the corporate 
personal property tax by 
gradually eliminating that 
portion of it applying to 
equipment used in industrial 
operations. At the end of the 
phase-out period — possibly as 
long as 10 years — steps would 
be taken to eliminate all 
categories of personal property 
from taxation.

6. Give tax incentives 
business for socially-desirable 
goals, 

He would use the state income 
tax to provide incentives ‘to 
business and industry to 
achieve socially and 
economically desirable goals. 

Bakalis would grant a tax 
credit on a certain percentage 
of the salaries of employees 
affected by the following: 
companies which create jobs 
that did not previously exist and 
which hire unemployed workers 
to fill those jobs; firms that hire 
unemployed ‘members of 
minority groups; companies 
which provide skills training for 
minority group workers or 
unskilled laborers. 

He also would give tax credits 
to firms that institute anti- 
pollution or energy 
servation measures. 

The Democratic nominee 
expressed confidence that his 
six-point plan, taken as a whole, 
could change Illinois’ image toa 
pro-business state.

Time to inspect 
area peach trees 


By CHRIS DOLL 
Area Garden Adviser 

Many peach trees and other 
stone fruit trees in South- 
western Illinois have peach 
borer infestations. 

‘This is sometimes visible by 
the mass of gum and frass 
(sawdust) at the base of the 
trunk. At other times, one must 
dig down 4-5 inches below the. 
soil line to find them. 

It is advisable to check all 
stone fruit trees now for borers. 

With a trowel or spade, clean 
the soil away from the trunk to a 
depth of four inches. If no gum 
or. frass is visible, the tree is 
okay 

But if gum and frass are 
found, use a thin knife blade or 
wire to clean the wound and 
eradicate the borer. 

There may be several borers 
in one tree, so dig out all tun- 
nels. Several borers per tree 
can girdle it and cause death. 

‘Any borer that escapes your 
inspection will feed for another 
30-40 days and will cause more 
damage. 

Some borer activity has been 
seen behind plastic tree guards 
and other trunk wrappings. Be 
sure to pull these away and 
check for borers also. 

When inspection and — or 
eradication is finished, replace 
the soil to its original level. 
Then resolve to apply 
preventative sprays of carbaryl 
(sevin) to the trunk on June 15, 
July 15 and Aug. 15, 1978. 

+++ 

Warm temperatures in early 
April mean that strawberry 
mulch should be removed PDQ 
(pretty. darn quick). 

‘The mulch should be pulled 
back before the new growth 
turns yellow or white. 

But don’t remove all of the 
mulch. Leave some of it over 
the plants for ground cover. The 
plants will grow through a light 
layer. 

The rest of the mulch should 
be raked into the walkways 


where it will serve to smother 
weeds and give a mudfree walk- 
way. 

+++ 

Many growers report black 
gummy terminals on peach 
trees this spring. This isn’t a 
disease, but is the injury caused 
by larvae of the oriental fruit 
moth last fall. 

When the larvae — which 
tunnel in the shoot — left the 
terminal last fall, gumming 
occurred. 

This gum then turned black 
and now looks bad. Since the 
injury is Past, the tree will 
resume growth this spring and 
no serious damage has been 
done. . 

However, the’ larvae most 
likely crawled down to the trunk 
or grass to pupate for winter. 
From this stage, they will 
emerge into adulthood (moths), 
will mate, lay eggs, and hatch 
into larvae that will feed on fruit 
and twigs this spring. 

Because several generations 
occur a year, many fruits and 
twigs can be damaged. 

The control is to spray 
regularly with an all-purpose 
orchard spray mixture. Begin 
this when the fruit buds show 
pink. 


Repeat at petal fall and each : 


succeeding week until the fruit 
is ripe.

Approximately 75 percent of 
Illinois communities with over 
200 residents need to upgrade 
existing sewage treatment 
facilities or repair malfunc- 
tioning septic systems, Illinois 
Environmental _ Protection 
Agency records show. 

Over the past year, the IEPA 
has been studying the sewage 
treatment needs of 1,000 Illinois 
communities. Systems were 
examined to determine their 
abilities to meet water quality 
goals and local needs for ‘the 
next 20 years. 

Most of the communities 
whith problems need to upgrade 
existing sewage systems. In 
other communities, water 
pollution problems may be 
occurring from poorly 
operating septic systems.

Board .members serve 
without pay, and do not require 
Senate confirmation. 


Often, discharges from septic 
tanks, instead of filtering 
through soils for purification, 
enter field drainage tiles and 
pollute surface waters where 
the tiles empty into rivers and 
streams, a spokesman said 
today. 

Communities with problems 
are being encouraged to apply 
for a grant to upgrade systems, 
according to Bob Wiatrolik, 
resources planner for IEPA. 
Construction grants provide 75 
percent of cost, with 25 percent 
supplied by local-level funds. 

The 1977 Clean Water Act has 
extended the eligibility for this 
grant program — traditionally 
used to upgrade centralized 
sewage systems — to septic 
systems, provided that a local 
management authority is 
identified to insure main- 
tenance. 

Individual communities have 
been notified of study results.

River Fest firm has broad experience 


The Nederlander 
organization, this year’s 
Mississippi River Festival 
promoter, is one of the largest 
promoters of entertainment in 
the United States. 

It has leased the MRF 
facilities on the campus of 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville and will conduct 
the 1978 summer River Fest 
program, according to an an- 
nouncement Thursday by Dr. 
Kenneth A. Shaw, university 
president, 

Dr. Shaw said the university 
has agreed, with no advance 
commitment of university 
funds, to work with the 
Nederlander organization for 
an additional 10-year period in 
order to plan and implement 
—MRF summer programs 
subsequent to 1978, and develop 
“as expeditiously as possible” 
plans for major improvement at 
the Festival site. 

‘The Nederlander family has 
been prominent for three 
generations in.4he management 
and operation of theaters and 
productions of entertainment. 

‘The organization owns and-or 
operates 18 entertainment 
facilities in the U.S. including 
the Alvin, Brooks Atkinson, 
Mark Hellinger, Palace and 
Uris Theaters in New York; the 
Arie Crown and Studebaker 
Theaters in Chicag: the 
Merriweather Post Pavilion in 
Columbia, Md.; the Fisher and 
Pine Knob Music Theaters in 
Detroit; the new Greek and 
Pantages Theaters, in Los 
Angeles; the Palace West 
Theater in Phoenix; the Fox 
Theater in San Diego; and the 
Curran Theater in San Fran- 
sisco. 

Four members of the 
Nederlander family — Harry, 
Joseph, Robert and Wayne 
Nederlander — were present for 
the contract negotiations at the 
university Thursday morning. 
In a prepared statement, they 
said: 

“It is our sole endeavor in our 
association with the Mississippi 
River Festival that we will be a 
credit to the entire community 
and, hopefully, further enrich 
the cultural life of the univer- 
sity.” 

Nederlander will pay for any 
provided by the 
university, and SIUE will 
receive a percentage of gross 
receipts from the MRF, with the 
understanding that any income 
to the ,University beyond its 
costs will go back into-the MRF 
activity. 


Dr. Shaw said the university 
has. been assured _ that 
programming will be guided by 
such factors as ‘‘artistic 
diversity, with consideration for 
quality and economic factors, 
including such types as rock, 
country, jazz, folk, variety and 
family shows.” 

Other factors will be 
“primary emphasis on the 15-30 
age group, the ‘track records’ of 
specific performers and per- 
forming groups, and the ap- 
propriateness of these records 
to a university setting.”’ 

Nederlander has agreed to 
provide employment for SIUE 
students, and students will 
participate in the university's 
programming role, Dr, Shaw 
said, 

He added that Nederlander’s 
employment practices will be 
consistent with the university's 
employment practices. 


Alcohol will be prohibited on 


the MRF site, and crowd sizes 
will be controlled in accordance 
with facility and traffic 
limitations. 

A Nederlander representative 
said it is too early to indicate 
specific programming for the 
1978 season, but approximately 
40 events will be planned, 
beginning in June. 

A resident manager will be 
assigned by Nederlander to the 
MRF project immediately and 
will maintain an office at the 
River Festival site ap- 
proximately nine months of the 
year 

‘The president said the con- 
tract with Nederlander 
provides that the promoter will 
do a “turn-key” job, handling 
all arrangements for the 1978 
season with no involvement of 
university funds, but the 
positive image of the university 
will be preserved throughout all 
aspects of implementation. 

Any financial arrangements 
between the university and the 
promoter will be in accord with 
university policies and prac- 
tices, Dr. Shaw added 

The president also em- 
phasized that any major site 
improvements will be 
developed subject to SIU Board 
of Trustee approval. 

The president pointed out that 
Nederlander already is in- 
volved with other outdoor 
summer festivals, and the 
organization's most recent 
undertaking is the leasing of the 
New York State Theater in 
Lincoln Center for summer 
seasons beginning in July this 
year.

Browne and — to end with a 
name from my generation, 
though the list could go on for 
hours — old ‘blue eyes’ himself, 
Frank Sinatra. 

“It’s clear that these 
promoters have the kind of 
expertise and clout that will be 
necessary to get our association 
off to a flying start.” 

Dr. Shaw opened his news 
conference with the statement, 
“In December, I presented the 
university community with a 
position paper. entitled ‘The 
Future of MRF,’ I call you here 
today to tell you that the 
Mississippi River Festival does 
have a future — indeed, a bright 
and stable one.” 

The president continued, “It 
is with great pleasure that I 
announce that the university 
has concluded an agreement 
with an outstanding promoter to 


produce the 10th anniversary 
season of the MRF. 

“After extensive discussion, 
meticulous deliberation, and 
realistic decision-making, the 
Nederlander organization has 
agreed to work with us in this 
enterprise.” 

Looking even farther into the 
future, the president said, ‘It is 
expected that we will be 
working together, both’ in 
programming and sizeable site 
improvements, for many years 
to come. 

“The Nederlander name 
stands for good taste and good 
box office.” 

The possibility of contracting 
with an independent promoter 
for operation of the MRF was 
recommended to President 
Shaw by the university’s Ad Hoc 


-MRF Committee on March 6. 


At that time, the president 
asked the committee to con- 
tinue its work with independent 
promoters in order to develop 
recommendations regarding a 
summer 1978 MRF program. 

Pres. Shaw had formally 
established the ad hoc study 
group ina report to the Board of 
Trustees on Feb. 9. 

His initial charge to the 
committee was to develop 
recommendations pertinent to 
the question, ‘‘What is the best 
way for the university to 
organize itself in order to plan 
and implement a summer 1978 
MRF family and youth en- 
tertainment program?” 

In its nine years of operations, 
the MRF has recorded more 
than one million attendance and 
has become nationally known, 
with appearances by most of the 
major artists in the. en- 
tertainment business of the past 
decade. In 1977,.attendance fell 
to 96,919 for 42 events in a nine- 
week summer series on the 
university campus, causing Dr. 
Shaw to announce steps in 
October to evaluate the River 
Festival. 


Roses in bad shape 


By WAYNE B. SIEFERT 
Area Adviser in 
Horticulture 

Hybrid roses are still severely 
damaged due to a sharp freeze 
in late November. 

Most rose canes show black 
streaks down to a few inches 
above the soil. Where two or 
three inchés of green cane 
shows above the ground, those 
plants are sure to recover. 

Where the black streaks seem 
to extend right to the ground, 
only time will tell whether those 
plants will recover. 

Don't do much pruning until 

new shoots begin to develop. 
If you mounded your roses 
with soil, mulch or compost last 
year before the severe freeze, 
those roses will be okay. 

Don’t remove the mounded 
soil or compost for a few days, 
to delay the growth and avoid 
the chance of a late spring 
freeze. Plan.to reprune after 
your roses show some growth. 

If you did not mound your 
roses last fall, don’t prune your 
roses until new shoots appear. 
When these shoots are nearly an 
inch long, prune off the dead 
wood to this new bud. 

When new shoots on a cane 
are little more than big buds 
while another on the same cane 
is nearly an inch long, prune off 
the slow starters by cutting the 
cane back to the strong shoot. 


It won't be necessary to paint 
the cut stubs. You should plan to 
fertilize your roses, just as you 
do every spring. If some plants 
are nearly dead, it may be more 
productive to replace with one 
of the new hybrids than have a 
struggling plant that won't 
bloom well for several months.

Americans are injured by 
falling from ladders. A ladder 
can be a convenience and a 
help, or a tool for a fall and 
disaster. 

‘Advice from safety engineers 
at Underwriters Laboratories 
(UL) is to use a ladder that is 
long enough for the purpose. 

Many ladder-related ac- 
cidents are the result of using a 
ladder that is too short, This

position where he has limited 
stability — a big problem when 
using a stepladder. 

Will you be doing roof repairs, 
cleaning the rain gutters, 
repairing or installing an an- 
terina? If so, an extension or 
straight ladder should extend at 
least three feet above the eave, 
gutter or roof line. 

The worker should practice 
the “four-in-one” rule: the base 
of the ladder should be placed 
one foot from the wall for every 
four feet of ladder height. 

In other words, a sixteen foot 
ladder with its top placed 
against a vertical wall should be 
positioned so that the base is 
four feet from the wall. 

Two basic steps should be 
taken before you climb a lad- 
der. 

1. Make sure that the ladder is 
placed on a firm, level surface. 

2. Inspect the ladder for 
structural damage or 
deterioration. 

Wher using a stepladder, it is 
essential that the spreader be 
locked before you begin your 
climb, Otherwise, your ladder 
could fold with you on it. 

If you are using any type of 
metal ladder, remember to 
keep it away from overhead 
power lines and other electrical 
installations. A UL-listed metal 


ladder is marked, cautioning - 


aganst this. 

Do not overextend your 
reach,once you're on the ladder. 

Take the time to move the 
ladder close to the work. The 
extra time taken could save 
pain and broken bones, lost time 
and income, and hospital bills.

Town costs $1.3 million 


Granite City Township ex- 
penditures during the 1977-78 
year — including the cost of 
constructing the new township 
building at 2ist Street and 
Delmar Avenue totaled 
$1,379,093 in all of the township's 
four major accounts, Super- 
visor Nelson Hagnauer reported 
to Town Board members last 
week.

Electric utility systems in 
Illinois, eastern Wisconsin, 
northern Michigan and eastern 
Missouri served ina pivotal role 
during the recent coal strike 
through a regional reliability 
council called the Mid-America 
Interpool Network (MAIN). 

These systems not only 
scheduled electric energy from 


— areas to the south, north and 


west in order to send it to the 
hard-pressed states to the east 
but in many instances supplied 
electricity from their own 
facilities. 

Members of MAIN are: 
Associated Electric 
Cooperative, Inc.; Central 
Illinois Light Co.; Central 
IUinois Public Service Co.; City 
Water . Light and Power, 
Springfield, 11.; Com: 
monwealth Edison Co.; Illinois 
Power Co.; Madison Gas and 
Electric Co.; Southern Iinois 
Power Cooperative; Union 
Electric Co.; Upper Peninsula 
Power Co.; Wisconsin Electric 
Power Co. System; ‘Wisconsin 
Power and Light Co. and 
Wisconsin Public Service Corp. 

J. M. Williams, manager of 
energy supply for Illinois Power 
Company, said Friday, “MAIN 
honored almost every request 
for power from the east; we 
either passed through what we 
were getting from surplus areas 
or supplied it ourselves.” 

MAIN’s ability to serve as the 
quarterback between “have’’ 
and ‘‘have-not'’ systems is 
made possible by high voltage 
transmission lines which run 
the length and breadth of the 
four-state power pool and inter- 
connect with transmission 
networks in adjacent regions, 
Williams said.

The MAIN members them- 
selves prepared for the coal

strike by obtaining as much 
additional coal supplies as they 
could prior to last December. 

A detailed coal report on a 
company-by-company basis 
was begun last October in order 
to give MAIN members a 
running account of the coal 
supply status. In addition, 
MAIN data was readily 
available to the state and 
federal regulatory bodies when 
required. 

Maintenance work on power 
plants was performed with the 
greatest expediency so they 
would be ready for service 
throughout the winter, and in 
some cases was re-scheduled to 
make maximum use of 
available fuel supplies, 
Williams said. 

Prior to and during the coal 
strike, MAIN inembers turned 
to the west for additional coal 
supplies to extend their ‘‘on the 
ground” coal stocks. While this 
coal was expensive, it served to 
hold off electricity shortages in 
the companies’ service areas. 

“A bulwark of electric 
generation during the many 
months of the strike was the 
nuclear capability of MAIN.” a 
MAIN spokesman said. 

“As some parts of the country 
had to curtail service to 
customers the nuclear units of 
MAIN systems daily produced 
millions of kilowatthours for 
customers.” 

Monitoring the flow of energy 
within the MAIN power pool and 
in adjacent systems was the 
function of the coordination 
center in Lombard, Ill. The 
information gathering and 
dispersal capability of the 
center was of great value to 
member companies. 

MAIN was formed about 13 
years ago from an informal 
working agreement which had 
existed previously in the 
Midwest.. 


220-mile bike tour 


Southern Illinois University

Expenses of the federal 
revenue sharing, from which 
construction costs for the new 
town building were paid, 
amounted to $831,346. The 
township also spent $41,143 out 
of the anti-recession fund, the 
report said. 

Hagnauer reported that the 
township ended the fiscal year 
on Feb. 28 with balances in all 
four accounts, including $34,893 
in the town fund, $781 in the 
general assistance fund, $29,592 
in the revenue sharing account 
and $10,978 in the anti-recession 
fund. 

In the town fund, ex- 
penditures included salary and 
expenses of $21,619, for of- 
ficeholders, including $4,696 
salary and $1,100 expenses for 
Hagnauer; $10,784 salary and 
$1,100 expenses for Von Dee 
Cruse, township assessor; 
$3,712 salary for William 
Schooley, township attorney, 
and $225 in per diem fees for 
Town Clerk Robert Stevens. 

The total town fund expenses 
also included $81,892 in salaries 
for assessors’ deputies and 
clerks, and $25,554 in office 
expenses for the assessors’ 
office. This included $3,750 in 
office rent before the assessors’ 
office moved into the new town 
building 

Per diem fees to members of 
the City Council who also served 
as the Town Board amounted to 
$2,952, while expenses for 
maintaining the town collec- 
tor’s operations totaled $5,122. 

General assistance  ex- 
penditures included $111,970 for 
administration costs. 

‘The township paid $83,091 for 
food, $3,257 for rent and $12,195. 
in utility costs for welfare 
clients, according to the report. 
Other expenditures included 
$5,669, in physician bills, $10,632 
for drugs and $11,626 for 
hospital bills. 

For expenses involved in 
building the new Town Hall, 
payments out of the federal 
revenue sharing fund amounted 
to $797,106, including $659,662 to 
S.M. Wilson & Co. for con- 
struction costs. Furnishings 
cost $19,784. A total of $62,140 
was paid to the Granite City 
Realty Co. for purchase of 
ground for a parking lot. 

In addition, the township paid 
$39,709 in municipal retirement 
fund fees, leaving a balance in 
that fund of $9,992 at the end of 
the year.

Bill would set stage 
for gym at university 


Senate Bill 1506, sponsored by 

Senator Sam M. Vadalbene, D- 
Edwardsville, and introduced in 
the Illinois Senate last week, 
appropriates $641,000 to the 
Southern Illinois University 
Board of Trustees for planning 
and preparation of construction 
documents for a building to 
provide health education, 
physical education and 
recreation programs at. the 
SIUE campus. 

If passed, it would take effect 
July 1, 1978. 

“These funds are necessary 
to continue planning for this 
facility to take it to the con- 
struction stage,” Sen. 
Vadalabene said. 

“In the 79th General 
Assembly, Senate Bill 314 ap- 
propriated $191,000 for initial 
planning. This bill was passed 
and signed by the governor. 

“SIU at Edwardsville is the 
only major institution of higher 
education in Illinois without a 
permanent physical education- 
recreation-atheletic facility. 

“As a result, the university, 
which serves upwards of 11,000 
students in the second most 
populated program that even 
pretends to adequacy. 

“Tt is now operating with an 
inflated,  vinyl-dacron-weave 
bubble of 16,000 square feet as 
its only indoor facility. 

“The bubble gym at best has 
a life expectancy of two to three 
years, and is hardly adequate 
even now. It is unhealthfully 
chilly in the winter and 
dangerously warm during the 
summer, being unadaptable to 
temperature regulation at a 
realistic cost,’’ Vadalabene 
commented, 

“The most recently available 
figures for net assignable 
square feet of space for the 
purposes of the proposed 
facility — in relation to student 
headcount at the University — 
is 2.136. 

“Chicago Circle campus 
presently has 7.623 NASF per 
student, SIUC has 11.940, 


Western Illinois has 13.382, 
while Eastern Illinois can use 
13,348. 

“Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville is at the bottom 
of the list for all state ins- 
stitutions in this regard, with 
existing space temporary and 
inadequate. 

“If the university is to offer a 
decent physical education 
program, provide reasonable 
recreation offerings, and 
compete on a modest basis in 
inter-collegiate athletics, ° the 
completion of such a facility as 
contemplated by Bill 1506 is 
immediately urgent,’’ 
Vadalabene continued. 

“Even if the planning and 
construction process were to be 
completed under the most ideal 
imaginable time projection of 
three to four years, we will still 
be faced with a year or two 
during which programs will be 
severely curtained at best. The 
intercollegiate athletic 
program will become even 
more attenuated. 

“If the process can proceed as 
quickly as possible, the 
university envisions con- 
struction of a building costing 
$11 million, making available 
144,000 gross square feet. 

“Under present policies 
guiding physical education, 
recreation and ahtletics, the 
structure should be reasonably 
adequate for the foreseeable 
future. t 

“With the passage of time, 
however, the amount of space 
which can be made available 
will be subject to the dynamics 
of the construction market 
place. 

“Further delay will only 
mean that meeting an absolute 
necessity — for the integrity of 
the institution as a resource of 
higher learning agd service to a 
major region of the state — will 
become even more expensive. 

“The monies are needed 
desperately, and they are 
needed now,” Sen. Vadalabene 
concluded.

Youth alcohol abuse 
trend called serious 


Nearly 80 per cent of youths 
aged 12 to 18 have used alcohol 
and estimates are than 500,000 
of these youths are addicted to 


alcohol, a doubling in the past ~ 


ten years. 

This is only a small portion of 
the total student population but, 
according to social workers, 
nevertheless alarming. For 
every alcoholic, five to six other 
persons are adversely affected, 
it is contended. 

In a paper to be presented to 


700 at the National Association _ 


of Soci: orkers’ first national 
conference of school social 
workers April ~ 13-15 in 
Washington, Tom Roy and 
Richard Shields state that 
alcohol use and abuse are 
positively related to poor 
classroom performance, 
behavior, truancy and 
delinquency. 

Although age, family and 
peer influences and community 
norms all affect the patterns of 
youth alcohol use, Roy and 
Shields feel that more im- 
portant consideration is that 
teenagers constituting a 
significant number of teens 
“also consider drugs and 
alcohol important personal 
issues with deep and private 
meaning. 

“School social workers and 
all school personnel must un- 
derstand the permeating and 
widespread effects of the multi- 
dimensional problem of youth 
alcohol use," according to Roy 
and Shields, ‘‘so that any 
education program undertaken 
within the school system clearly 
recognizes the differences 
between abusers, users and 
non-users,”” 

They see the youth alcohol 
problem as three-dimensional 


1. Asmall number of youthful 
alcoholics probably began 
drinking early and came from 
an alcohol-comsuming family, 

2. With the onset of 
adolescence, most youths will 
experiment with alcohol 
because of the influence of peer 


groups; while most will suc- 
cessfully pass through this 
stage, many others will go on to 
lives of alcohol abuse. 

Tyring adolescence, youths 
expteience conflict over the: 
social acceptability of drinking 
—,"When will I be old enough? 
Hew much is too much? If 
adults can drink, it can't be all 
bad, etc.” 

They recommend that , in- 
formation about alcohol be 
given to all-youths as early as 
the primary grades. In con- 
junction with this, for students 
who do drink, schools should 
develop selectivé programs that 
reinforce responsible attitudes 
or form new ones toward the use 
of alcohol, they added. 

Finally, Roy and Shields 
suggest. that — intensive, 
specialized programs be 
developed for youthful alcohol 
abusers who persist, despite 
educational programs, to abuse 
alcohol.
